The present communication is in response to the 
Official Action mailed December 5, 2002. A petition for a 
one-month extension of the shortened statutory time period 
response to said Office Action up to and including April 5, 2003 
is transmitted herewith. Applicant submits the following 
amendments and remarks . 
IN THE CLAIMS 

4. (AMENDED) A dry mop fabric having a first surface 
and a second surface for cleaning soiled surfaces comprising a 
micro- or ultramicro-f iber having a count of at a maximum 0.60 
to at a minimum 0.25 DTEX per fiber, said fiber being woven so 
as to provide loops on at least one of said first and second 
surfaces, said loops having a height of from 3 to 9 mm.
